HE ſad Fate of the Eaſtern Churches 
ought for certain to ſtrike Terror 
and Compaſſion into every Chriſtian 
Soul. *Tis very well known, both what a flou- 
iſhing State they have been formerly in, and 
hat they are come to at this preſent. What 
ath been their Fate, by the righteous Judgment 
pf God, may in Time, according to the ſame, 
e ours alſo; unleſs ſome eſſectual Remedy be 
imely uſed to prevent that, which we have ſo 
ſt Reaſons to be afraid of. Foraſmuch as 
me may eaſily diſcern the very Seed of thoſe 
udgments, that brought them (when the Mea- 
ure of their Iniquities was compleated;) to a 
 Wat#re Deſtruction, budding forth apace in our 
uropean Nations: And the Root of all thoſe 
vils and Calamities that befel them, not only 
prouting out of the Earth, but already grown 
p as it were, to a mighty Tree.

And we writ 
this to you in a deep Senſe of Humility, for noc 
ther End, than that you may join with us in Pray 
ers and Praiſes: nay, that all fnch as know ns, and 
ſincerely ſeek God, might ſee with what Glory 
Wiſdom and Providence, the Lord leads thoſt 
that are of his Houſhold, if they do but my and 
reſignedly depend upon his Paternal Goodneſs 
We hoped, we ſhould have met with among 
the Chriſtians here, ſuch Souls, as might have 
a true Hunger and Thirſt after the Word of Gol 
moſt of them being German Lut herans, left with 
out a Miniſter : but hitherto we find little among 
em, beſides a Religionraiſed on Maxims of Stat 
and Policy, void of all ſubſtantial Piety and Truth 
that is in Jeſus. Every one pretends, he cannot 
ſerve God ſo well in theſe Parts, as in his oi 
Country; and fo they think they had rather put 
it quite off, till they come heme again. On the 
contrary, we can't but own, that we found the 
Dutch here ina far better Condition, as for mat.

Moſt of them ſpeak Low- Dutch pretty wel}, We 
have been ſeveral times in their Huts, giving 
every one a piece of Money, or fome other little 
thing; which made them love us ſo affectionate- 
ly, that they cried after us in broken Durch: 
Good Chriſtians, good Chriſtians, fine Chriſtian Men; 
We alſo ſuch Chriſtian Men, &c. They obſerve 
many Ceremonies among them; but being ask- 
ed, Why they do this or that? They can give 

| no 
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no Other Reaſon for it, than that it is the Man- 
ner of the Hottentots. When the Moon is full, 
they expreſs an extraordinary Joy all the Night 
long with Hollowing, Shouting, and Dancing, 
Their Language is very uncouth, and a ſort o 
Gibberiſh, which No-body can learn. They are 
otherwiſe of a Temper good enough, and of 
a ſuitable Proportion of Body; but ſtink terrj- 
bly, greaſing themſelves daily with Fat. They 
are a People overfond of their Liberty, and not 
to be induced to ſubject themſelves to the Chriq 
ſtians. However, they make us Chriſtians a- 
ſhamed in many Particulars. They are very kind 
one to another, and fo communicative in their 
Love, that if one has ſomething that is good, he 
ſhareth it among all the ret. They are content 
with very little; if you would give them a Duca 
they will hardly take it, requiring only a Groa 
by reaſon they don't uſe to ipend more in a Day;ſ 
and are unconcerned for the Morrow, They are 
very ready to ſerve one : If one giveth'em af 
Groat, they will run as many Miles for it as you 
pleaſe. They are very faithful in things com- 
mitted to their Care, and never pilfer the leaſt 
Farthing from the Chriſtians, tho' they ſhould 
ſee great Store of Money about them. They are 
not ſeized with the Plague of Ambition, Covetouſ-i 
eſs, and anxious Cares for the Belly, like our 
Chriſtians in Europe. Every one is ſollicitous forſ 
the profent Day. There is no Precedence, or ani 
Degree of Dignity obſerved among them, fave} 
that the Captain fits always in the middle of 
them, and is the firſt that falls to Eating or 
Drinking. We can truly ſay, that their Conditi-

nd ſo took him info our Service. His Name is

ountry. His Father ſerved the Eaſt-India Com- 
any here, and got a great deal of weary 
b + © ae a ur, 
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But before he died, he gave all away to the Coſt fr 
pany 3 with this Requeſt, that they would ebe 
ploy his Son in their Service, and ſee him whe C 
educated! And he depoſited a certain Sum lf; 
Money for this Purpole. But all being com wa 
to nothing, both his own and his Mothertom 
Eſtate being loſt or conſumed, this young Mill T 
hath been reduced to ſuch a low Condition, thro! 
he is fain to go to Service for his Livelihood. 

This young Aal abariau, after he had been i 
us for about Eight Days, and ſeen our 1; 
and Coverſation, became extraordinary kind 
us, inſomuch that he would ask in the Portugu 
Tongue, (which he underſtands very we 
whether he might not ſtay always with us, at 
go over one time or other into Europe ? \| 
replied : If this was his earneſt Deſire, he ouę 
then to imbrace the Chriſtian Religion, al 
learn our Language. He ſaid : As for the Chriſt 
Religion, he would firſt be inſtructed in the fu 
damental Principles thereof, and get a comp 
tent Knowledge of our way of Worſhip. But 
for the High-Dutch, he fell to it immedjatel 
beginning now to read and ſpeak many thing 
pretty well. We at that time underſtood but lit 
tle Portugueſe ;, which obliged us, in our Applid 
tions to him, to make uſe of Images, and to co! 
vey the Signification of things to his Mind by on 
ward Objects and Repreſentatzons. However," 
employed ſome others now and then to infor 
him in ſeveral Points relating to Religion, e ſped 
ally in the Doctrine of the only true God, and I 
Son Feſus Chriſt, with the Holy Spirit : Likewiſe |

However, ſince God is a God 
Order, and requireth to be worſhipped h 
privately and publickly, we have been obli 
to reſolve upon raiſing a Church, for our g 
er Conveniency ; our own Houſe being ont 
Hand too ſmall for preaching, catechizing,; 
adminzſtring the Sacraments; and the Heath 
on the other, too ſhy, to venture into 
Churches of the Blanks, (ſo they call the C 
ſtians) ſince theſe were generally adorned y 
fine Cloaths, and all manner of proud Appa 
but they themſelves black, and wearing 
thing but a thin Cloth to cover their Body, 

We happened to fallacquainted with a Ma 
an eminent Family in this Country, who offer 
both to come over to our Religion, and toral 
Chureh at his own Charge for our Uſe; 
there aroſe ſo many Conteſts and Broils about 
that he was forced, not only entirely to drop 
Deſign, but to remove allo from hence toandl 
Place. Notwithſtanding this Diſappointm 
we, in the Name of God, and in hopes ot 
ing ſupported by our King, laid the Fopndat 
of a Church, beſtowing thereon all whats 
we could poſſibly ſpare from our yearly Ft 
on; Every one that ſaw it, laughed at it as al 
indraſhDeſfign,and cried ys down for Sots, 
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r, we proſecuted our Deſign in the Name of 
d, a Friend ſending Fifty Rixdollars towards it. 
this Forward neſs of our Work, the Enemies 
re confounded, and ſome of em did then 
tribute ſomething themſelves towards ac- 
ipliſhing the whole Affair; which proved no 
l Comfort to us.
